Day, now set aside in every state 
In the Union each year, and in 
many foreign countries, for honor­ 
ing the dead, had Its inception hero 
nearly 65 years ago. 


It was on April 26. 1866. that Mrn. 
John Tyler, of Columbus, ca led lo- 
gether a group of her friends for 
the purpose of forming a Ladles’ 
Memorial Association. 


Four southern states still hold 
their Memorial Day exercises April 
23. They are; 
Georg.a, 
Florida. 
Mississippi and Alabama. Alabama 
was the ftrst state to declare it a 
legal holiday. 


First Formal Ceremony 


Mrs. 
Tyler 
and 
her 
friends 
pledged themselves to "perpetuate 
aa a religious custom to wreathe 
annually tha graves of our martyred 
dead.” With the vow recorded, they 
went to Llnwood cemetery In Co­ 
lumbus and held formal exercises. 


Many memorial associations were 
organlned throughout 
the 
south, 
and the spirit of the movement 
soon seized the people of the north.

York 
newspaper 
ob­ 
served : 


“The women of Columbus have 
•shown themselves impartial In their 
offerings to the memory 
of 
the 
dead. 
They strewed flowers alike 
«m the graves of the Confederate 
and of the National soldiers." 


Logan Northern Sponsor 


General John A. 
Liogari, com­ 
mander-in-chief of tho Grand Army 
of the Republic, gave impetus to 
the Idea in the north. 
H e issued 
un order May .30, 1868. that every 
post should hold appropriate exer­ 
cises and place flowers on 
tlie 
l^raves of dead comrades. 


When the day ultimately becamo 
H legal holiday, most states ob­ 
served it on May .SO. 


BesideH the four stnCes already 
mentioned m’hich observe "Confed- 
orate Memorial Day” April 26, tho 
other exceptions are: North and 
Fouth Carolina, celebrating on May 
.10. and Louisiana on June 3.
